TIONS. 

To this s-riti It i> subjoined a, espy of the 
Resolutions, as ultimately paasvri by the 
Cutiucjl on Tueadaiy erening, on Uie il i- 
imporlant sobjecl of imnligrmtion. 

Thete resululiuni hire so quickly fol- 
lowed the publication of Ibc sleport, thai 
nnr intended analysis of that part of the 
Minutes of EritleDCC which relates to the 
question of way* and mean* » in a greit 
li, enure superseded. Tilt one si ion can 
now be Karoely treated as an open one. 
The> opinioni of the Commit lee 1 , wiloenes 
have almost ceased to be of any practical 
value, «cepl ai thej hear out the r 
me m! it i oris of the Report, and 
influence Ihe view* of the 
Qoxernment. But at regards the deci- 
sion of local authorities, they have 
at thii moment no definite end to answer. 
The more explicit and comprehensive, tes- 
timony- of the petit i on presented on Ton. 
day by llr. Cowria, and signed, in the 
course of two or three days, by ■evtnhua- 
dred or the mou ialelligent clsaws of the 
comm unity, waa for the most part imme- 
diately ratified by the Council without a 
division. Thi petition was a decided im- 
! pro rem en! on the Minutes uf Evidence, 
| and the resululiuni a decided improve- 
I raent on the petition, Thui hat public 
opinion Unwed nut only in one direction, 
but with a rapidly augmenting Volume. 
The little rtMs that first gushed out in tht 
Cotnniiuee-ruiini have become swallowed 
up in a aerie* of pnopaaitiooB to which it 
wuukl bedilEcull to add, and from which 
no well-inlotnied coloaiit would with la 
take away. 

The first five resolutions were adopted 
rrr?i«tiui rl Merntim ss proposed by the 
hunuriiile member fur Cumberland. In 
the linh, (he number of injmigrantt, for 
whom the colony it aaid to present tht 
means of immediate employment ant] ad- 
vantageous settlement daring the entuing 
twelve rnonlhi, w-s altered finm " thirty " 
thousand to " twenty" thousand—* ju- 
diciuut alteration, tince it make* the re- 
solution more consonant with the Report, 
and leu likely to be objected to as extra . 
ragattl. The seventh, in its original 
shape, declared the territorial revenue of 
the colony to afford ample security fur the 
sum necessary to he expended in 
the introduction of this number of 
immigrants , in its amended shape, as 
pasted, the security is Lead to be luScicnl 
for " a much larnrr" amount. The eighth, 
which originally proposed a recurrence 
at once to tht debenture tysttnt, now re- 
eonimenda that system contingently upon 
the failure of an appeal to Parliament foi 
the gutrantee of a loan or one million 
sterling for immigration purpotet, in ac- 
cordance with the ptecedent established in 
the caae of Canada. We do net aet thai 
any harm can sccme from thia alteration , 
nor caa we eeatnte to anticipate any 
food. The, nioth was pasaed without al- 
teration | and the tenth was subjoined on 
(he motion of llr. Cow rax 

Wt have said that to these resolutions 
II would be dirlcalt to add. We must 
qualify the remark, however, by express- 
ing our regret that the* should hue 
left wholly untouched the piispoiiti™ 
for • labour rale. The petition pre- 
arsjted by the honorable snorer, and 
■ tilth he acknun ledgrd to be a type of 
the trnumenu entertained by (he retpec 
libit tittm, (UVogly tu D et tiua rtopoti- 



lion ; and we certainly gitliered from tht 
debate, as reported, that (he general feel- 
ing of the House was in its favour. We 
think it might have been judicioutly in 
troduced ss part of the tevenih reaolution, 
which seems to us, iu its present form, to 
be much too dogmatical. There is po 
qualification of such being (he opuriosj 
of the Council, but thtrt U a 
positive assertion that the territorial

Sucn a aupplttaentary fund would be 
furnixhed by means of a rate upon em-

taeh tKm/ifie eighty men,- and the districts 
beyond the boundtriea, being nineteen in 
number, would receive about I MM uses." 

After alt, then, thia immigration, w far 
from justifying any apprehensions on the 
part of Ihe working chases, would be only 
as a drop in the bucket. 

1 be following are the reaolution 1 1 — 

1 . That there is at the present riiornent the 
most urgent demand thr labour in the colony 
of New South Wales ; that this demand is
